3. Not less than four members shall form a quorum out of which at 
least 2 should be non-officials. Every matter shall be determined by a 
majority of votes. Chairman shall have a casting vote. 

4. The Board may function not-withstanding any vacancy in its 
constitution. 

5. The tenure of Non-official members shall be for two years or in 
the event of the fund being merged with a newly constituted Trust, the 
date of such constitution, whichever is earlier. 

6. All non-official members shall be entitled to TA/DA as per the 
Government rules as applicable to Grade I officers. 

7. All other terms and conditions will remain the same.
